A Railroad and Steamboat Comvention has
Peen in session at Cleveland, Ohio, during the
present woek, ostensibly for the settlement of
pxisting difffionlties regpecting freight, If the
pleliberations of those assembled cenld be
expected to prevent the recurrence of such a
conflict of interests as that which fell out be-
twoeen the Erie and Central Railroads al the
close of navigation last year, the public might
yeasonally hope to be to some sxtent gainers.

By order of the President, and witnessad by
Uhief Justice Chase, and attested by the Clief
Clerk of the Cirenit Court of the United States
for the Distriet of Virginia, the army oflicers
Lhaving in ocustody Jelterson Davis are com-
manded to produce him in person bLefore said
Cirenit Court on Monday next, *‘to do and
receive what shall then and there be con-
Jefferson  Davis,"
Under this order we are informed the prisoner
will arrive in Richmond on Sunday, still in
wilitary oustody, and, at least tll produced
in court on Monday, will be kept in Libby
Vrison, where apartments will be assigned him.

The complex (uestion next recurs, will there
b a trial, and if yea, under what statute ! and
who will be the presiding jodge | Properly,
as this Richmond Conrt i8 the cireuit of Chief
Justice Chase, he ought to preside; but it is
understood that, althoogh he may be pregent
1o give his advice if called for by the prosecn-
tion, he still declines to hold a Court in a dis-
trict subject to military law, Then the Cironit
Judge, Underwood (a most extraordinary ex-
pounder of justice), will be the head of the
Court, In this event another postponement of
the trial for six, nine, or twalve months s just
as likely as anything else.

But the same dissolute course of life
which had educated them, for murder, har-
dened them for the gallows; and the dall,
brutal, besotted soul, which kills for filthy
lucre, is not of a nature to experience any ter-
yors 4t the prospect of death and judgment.
We olject to these executions, becanse they
are not even the examples which they pre-
tend to be, A man with a homicidal heart
does net, day by day, plan a special gratifiea-
tion of the murderons instinot, he guceambs
at last to temptation and opportunity; and
when thege are too strong for him, they are
also too stromg for the dread of a possible “
tribution. He does not weigh' the chance of
the gallows at all, when he has determined to
strike, If he kill in n chance-medley; his ap-
prehensions are certainly no quicker. It is
the special vice of his character that he is not
i the bhabit of weighing consequences—how
then can the fear of the gallows govern his
aotions, more than uny other fear ¥ The fault
i in his reason, and in his pervérted faculties
—how then shall reason gulde him even under
tle intfluence of a rational fear? How ape-
ginlly ghall it guide a boy like Case, not fifieen
year# old, and with the vices of fifty 7 There
is nothing better settled than that the love of
crime, and the gratification of passion, i8
stopger than the fear of the gallows. The ex-
perience of mankind has deprived us of our
best argument in favor of it; but we go on
nanging murderers because we do not know
what else to do with them. Some t.oue, We
may discover a better method of disposidon.
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
